BOSTONN—Seventeen police officers including five division captains 
have been assigned by Police Commissioner Thomas F, Sullivan to at- 
tend a two-week institute on intercultural education just opened at 
Boston University under the direction of Professor John J. Mahoney, 
a member of the university’s department of education staff. 

A spokesman for the Commissioner explained that it was the police 
officials’ desire that his officers obtain a comprehnesive knowledge of 
racial problems although it has been noted that so-called anti-semitic 
incidents have somewhat tapered off in recent months. 

Capt. Bernard Graham, who is also a member of the bar in addition 
to being a police official declared that, “since the final responsibility 
of maintaining peace and tranquility in racial relations rests with the 
police, our work will be more effective if we are aware of what is 


being done in the schools and the methods applied there.”

The Institute program includes panel discussions, addresses by emin- 
ent authorities on race problems and in addition selected pamphlets 
and books for extra curricular work are distributed.

NEW YORK—Louisiana is the 
nineteenth state to demand that 
the gates of Palestine be opened 
for the “unrestricted entry and 
settlement of Jewish refugees, and 
to their unrestricted rights as 
promised in the Balfour Declara- 
tion,” it was announced today by 
the American Zionist Emergency 
Council, which is leading the drive 
to repeal the British White Paper 
of 1939 and to reconstitute Pales- 
tine as a free and democratic Jew- 
ish commonwealth. 


The Council disclosed that the 
House of Representatives of the 
Louisana Legislature has unani- 
mously adopted the resolution, de- 
claring that “in pursuance of the 
underlying intent and purpose of 
the Balfour Declaration, and of 
the solemn compact between the 
Government of the United States 
and His Majesty’s Government, 
there be established such political, 
economic and administrative con- 
ditions as will insure the develop- 
ment of Palestine into a _ self- 
governing commonwealth, which 
shall be an integral part of a 
new democratic world order. in 
accordance with the principles for 
which we now fight.” 

Similar resolutions have been 
passed by the states of Alabama, 
California, Colorado, Connecticut, 
Florida, Georgia, Illinois, Mary- 
land, Massachusetts, Missouri, 
New Jersey, New. York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina, Texas, Virginia and Wash- 
ington.

DIVES FROM SHIP IN RESCUE, 
IS DROWNED; MEDAL TO MOTHER

BROOKLYN—Lt. Murray Mor- 


ris Blum, 23, USMC, of this city, 
has been posthumously awarded 
the Merchant Marine Distinguished 
Service Medal for his attempt to 
rescue,a drowning survivor in the 
North Atlantic. The attempt cost 
him his life. Fewer than twenty 
of these medals have been awarded 
during this war. 

In the middle of a freezing night 
last December, Blum’s ship, the 
S. S. Leonidas Polk, was steaming 
in blacked-out convoy through icy 
North Atlantic waters when it 
collided with another ship, which 
sank almost immediately. Blum, 
chief radio operator of the Polk, 
heard the cries of a drowning 
survivor beyond the range of buoy 
lines. He dived overside and was 
last seen swimming away from his 
ship in search of the distressed 
man. 


Said the presidential citation 


accompanying the award: ‘That 
he was unsuccessful in his mis- 
sion does not detract from the 
glory of his effort. His heroism 
was further sanctified when, in his 
attempt to rescue the drowning 
man, he gave his own life. His 
utter disregard of the odds against 
his own survival was a_ heroic 
manifestation of the spirit which 
so inalienably characterizes the 
men of the United States Mer- 
chant Marine.” 

Blum had made nine convoy 
trips and had four ships sunk 
under him during three and a half 
years in the maritime service. 

The medal was presented to his 
mother, Mrs. Sylvia Blum, at a 
special ceremony. She received 
also a Gold Star from the Meyer 
Levin Post of the Jewish War 
Veterans at a memorial service 
attended by 200 and held after the 
presentation ceremony.

739 Rumanian Refugees 
Land at Istanbul

JERUSALEM—The “S. S. Kas- 


bek,” carrying 739 Jewish refu- 
gees from Rumania, arrived in 
Turkey this week from the Ru- 
manian port of Constanza. The 
passengers landed in Istanbul and 
proceeded by train to Palestine. 
The transportation of the refugees 
was financed by the Joint Distri- 
bution Committee. The group in- 
cluded 268 Jewish orphans who 
lost their parents in Transnistria. 
There are also 201 Jewish women 
among those rescued. This is the 
sixth transport of Jews to be re- 
moved from Rumania for transfer 
to Palestine.

Differences 


Develop

BOSTON — Following its policy 
of non-interference with local com- 
munal life in Russian-held Ru- 
manian territory, the Soviet au- 
thorities are permitting Zionist 
groups there to continue their 
activities, it was learned from a 
report in the Christian Science 
Monitor cabled from Botosani, a 
Rumanian city under Russian oc- 
cupation. 


The correspondent, Edmund 
Stevens, says that while all the 
16,000 Jews in Botosani have wel- 
comed the Red Army as deliverers 
from German and Rumanian ter- 
ror, “sharp antagonisms have since 
then developed inside the Jewish 
community.” 


“There is an active and articu- 
late Zionist faction, there is a 
wealthy uppercrust whose mem- 


bers hold most of the offices in 


the Jewish community organiza- 
tion, and there is a radical Com- 
munist or near-Communist group,” 
the cable says. “Wealthy Jews 
intent on safeguarding their 
wealth, fear and suspect com- 
munistically inclined Jews far 
more than they do the Red Army 
authorities.” 


The correspondent also states 







that “while the burden of persecu- ~~" 


tion fell mainly on the Jewish 
poor, rich Rumanian Jews man- 
aged to retain a large measure of 
their wealth under the Axis and 
even some political influence. 

“They achieved this in typical 
Rumanian fashion by bribing gov- 
ernment officials both locally and 
nationally and by going out of 
their way to show their “loyalty” 
to the Antonescu regime,” he re- 
ports, “Thus the Jewish community 
of Botosani contributed 4,000,000,- 
000 lei to Premier Ion Antonescu’s 
war chest. At the same time the 
Rumanian government discovered 
early in the application of anti- 
Semitic legislation that to elimi- 
nate the Jews altogether from the 
country’s economic life at this 
juncture was to invite chaos as 
there weren’t enough qualified non- 
Jews to replace them.” 

Even those provisions of anti- 
Jewish laws which prevented @ 
Jew owning land or factories were 
evaded in many instances by tak- 
ing a Rumanian into partnership 
and transferring the business to 


his name, Mr, Stevens declares. - a 


The Rumanian served as a “front” 
while the Jew continued to run 
it as before. Such was the posi- 
tion in Botosani flour mills and 
other local enterprises. Then when 
the Germans and Rumanians re- 
treated the Rumanian “owners” 
fled with them and the Jews stayed 
on and continued to operate enter- 
prises.

I feel 
that since my mother observed 
them and I observe them so strict- 
ly that she must also follow in our 
foot-steps. Haven’t I a right as 
her mother to demand this of my 
daughter? Thank you for any 
help you can give me.

Dear Mrs. 'T.: 

Kindness always has its reward. 
We never get anywhere by nag- 
ging nor does constant demanding 
ever accomplish a thing. You well 
know that a daughter the age of 
yours, has a settled mind of her 
own which she intends to always 
use. No amount of urging will 
convince her if she does not be- 
lieve in it. She probably feels 
that in her mother’s home she 
must respect your wishes, but that 
in her own home she can use her 
own plans. It would seem to me 
that with the excellent Jewish 
training which you say she has 
had, she would want to observe the 
Jewish laws to the fullest extent. 
However, it might be that you 
have been so very strict with her 
about them that she has lost all 
love and desire to follow the Jew- 
ish customs in her home. In her 
heart she probably does care for 
them but your constant nagging 
has made her want to disrespect 
the Jewish law of keeping a kosher 
home. This nagging in other words 
has taken away all her desire to 
want to please you. 

Don’t say any more about it to 
her. Be nice to her, treat her as 
a grown-up individual with a mind 
of her own, not as a small child 
whose thinking you might try to 
change. It ‘would have been per- 
fectly satisfactory for you to have 
mentioned it to her and to have 
told her it would make you very 
happy and indeed a proud mother 
to know she has a kosher home 
and it would greatly please you 
indeed to come and visit at her 
home and partake of a good kosher 
meal, Just putting your foot down 
and telling her she must do it will 
never make your desire come true. 
Try to do some of the things men- 
tioned herein and I am certain your 
daughter through your kind under- 
standing will give your wishes 
more consideration in the future.

Catholics Urge Proper 
Spirit Under Ruling

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay— 
Anti-Semitism in the public schools 
in Argentina, which culminated in 
the segregation of Jewish children 
on separate benches as a result of 
the government decree making the 
teaching of the Catholic religion 
compulsory, this week brought a 
sharp warning to school teachers 
in Buenos Aires to abstain from 
inciting Catholic children against 
Jewish, 

The warning, published by the 
Buenos Aires Catholic daily news- 
paper El Pueblo, is believed to be 
inspired by church authorities who 
are said to fear public reaction 
—_ the ultra-Catholic spirit 
now prevailing in the Argentine 
school system following the intro- 
duction of compulsory teaching of 
Catholicism. Thousands of copies 
of this warning are being reprinted 
from the newspaper for distribu- 
tion among school teachers. 

“The segregation or the display- 
ing of contempt against Jews, 
atheists, or those who are indiffer- 
ent to the Catholic religion is not 
a Christian act,” the warning says. 
“It is equally un-Christian to pro- 
ceed so as to provoke their justi- 
fied protests, and then denounce 
them as being rebellious. If reli- 
gious teaching results in contempt 
of others on religious and racial 
grounds, it means that the teach- 
ing is not being conducted in the 
spirit of true religion. If it-results 
in persecutions, then it is simply 
treason against religion and is to 
be considered nothing but a con- 
spiracy to undermine religion.”

THE TEMPLE FAIR JOURNAL, edited by Ralph Bamburger— 
to continue from last week—contained pictures of Sol S. Kiser, 
Joseph Wineman, Leon Kahn, David Kahn, president of the con- 
gregation, Ralph Kirshbaum, Aaron M. Weil of Evansville; Rabbi 
Mayer Messing, Louis Newberger, Phillip W. Frey, Evansville, 
Ind.; Marcus Sulzer, Madison, Ind.; Herman Bamberger, at that 
time (1899) the only living charter member of the Indianapolis 
Hebrew Congregation, Leopold Freiburger, Ft, Wayne, Ind.; Julius 
C. Turkenkoph, Connersville, Ind.; Louis P. Beitman, Washington, 
Ind.; Victor E. Silverburg, Muncie, Ind., al] men who contributed 
good citizenship to Indiana and a high type of Jewish manhood. 
There are sketches of each in the Journal. 

But the advertisements! ‘Misses’ and children’s shoes,” by 
John C. Nugent and Company of Rochester, N. Y., contains an 
“appeal” to women through a high, laced and elaborately trimmed 
shoe! And the S. H. and M. Co. of New York City, shows a pic- 
ture to advertise “Brush edge skirt binding.” You see the street 
dresses swept (literally) the ground in those days. And the 
American Lady corsets! Tiny nipped waists, curving hips and 
the corsets heavily boned! And “R, Kirshbaum and Son” showed 
pictures in their ad of “Ladies’ Shirt Waists,” high choker collars, 
long, tight sleeves, and tiny, belted waists. And a stable at 319- 
321 East New York Stréet recommended their “Four-Horse Break, 
Party and Picnic Wagons for Outing Parties.” 

The Indianapolis Jewish firms, still in existence, who advertised 
in this Temple Fair Journal of 1899, were The Peoples Outfitting 
Co., Kahn Tailoring Co., Efroymson and Wolf, Capital Paper Co., 
and the Wm. H. Block Co. 

The booths at the Fair, all followed a set pattern. They repre- 


sented the various countries and were beautifully decorated. The . 


chairman and her assistants were in the respective costumes of 
the countries each booth represented. The Grocery Booth, Holland, 
was in charge of Mrs. Gustave Pink; the Cafe, Austria, Mrs. K. 
Munter; Art and Linen, Mexico, Mrs. Henry Kahn; Ice cream, 
Norway, Mrs. Theresa Levy; Gypsy Encampment, “Romany Rye,” 
Mrs. Benjamin Kohn; Aprons, Russia, Mrs. M. Messing; Household, 
Japan, Mrs. Hyman Cohen; Automatic Machine Booth, Ireland, 
Mrs. Myer Cohn; Beverage, Scotland, Mrs. Sol Kiser; Cigars, Tur- 
key, Mrs. Ed Ducas; Dolls, Switzerland, ,Mrs. M. P. Fisher; Candy, 
Germany, Mrs. Frances Rosenthal; Flower Booth, Italy, Mrs. Jo- 
seph Haas; Library Booth, Greece, Mrs. E. Fisher; Fan Booth, 
China, Mrs. Joseph Eckhouse; Postoffice, United States, Miss 
Blanche Wineman, Postmistress; Toilet Articles, France, Mrs. 
Samuel Raub; Pin Enterprise, England, Mrs, Louis Wolf. There 
was a fish pond with Mrs. John Lipman, chairman, and, for every 
booth, hosts of young girls and matrons as assistants. I’ll name 
them next week. And there was entertainment provided from 
October 30 to November 2, music, a play and other things, by 
the entertainment committee, David Kahn and Mrs. Simon L. 
Kiser. They worked hard for the Temple in those days. They 
had pride in their faith, no effort was too arduous, and old and 


young helped bring Temple enterprises to successful conclusions. 


PFC. MANFRED PAUL, son of Mr. and Mrs. Max Paul of In- 
dianapolis, walking with two other Jewish soldiers on the streets 
of Rome, were stopped by Italian girls. The girls could not make 
themselves understood so Manfred drew out his prayer book and 
showed it to them. They understood that, for they were Jewish 
girls! They shook hands, cried “Sholom” and forthwith escorted 
them to a synagogue and then home to their parents. The boys 
have visited in their homes several times.

uy am awfully sorry that Rabbi 


Shapiro of Indianapolis and Betty 
Vivian of Hammond can’t find it 
in their hearts to tolerate even 
such a small gesture of brother- 
hood as that of Jake in my recent 
story of Jake and Father Pat. (It 
so happens that the essence of 
the story is really authentic.) 

] recall the apocryphal story of 
Abraham and the heathen: Abra- 
ham invited a wayfarer to lodge 
in his tent through the night. 
After the evening meal the man 
said his prayers and Abraham at 
once detected that the man was 
praying to some heathen god. He 
drove him from his tent into the 
night. 

Shortly Abraham heard the 
voice of God speaking to him: 
Why did he drive the stranger 
away? Abraham replied that the 
man had prayed to some strange 
God and for that reason he had 
chased him away. 

Then God said: “Abraham! 
Abraham! I have tolerated this 
unbeliever on the earth through 
all his seventy years. Canst thou 
not tolerate him even for a 
night ?” 

Abraham ran into the wilder- 
ness, caught up with the man and 
brought him back to his tent to 
lodge there through the night. 

May I not invoke a_ similar 
comparison and understanding for 
Jake who is groping for brother- 
hood and the universal Father 
wandered into the Catholic church 
to say kaddish for his wife in the 
morning? His doing this may not 
have been orthodox Jewish theol- 
ogy (he was stepping over the 
party line) but it was as fine an 
expression of religion as I can 
think of. 

I am sure God was as tolerant 
of Jake saying kaddish in the 
Catholic church as He was of the 
stranger whom he had tolerated 
70 years though he said his pray- 
ers to some other God. Anyway, 
it was Jewish prayers that Jake 
said in the Catholic church and it 
was to Jehovah that he said them. 


Intransigent people on both sides 
of the fence keep the brethren di- 
vided. The archbishop of the dio- 
cese in the city in which I live 
forbids priests from speaking in 
any but Catholic churches or tak- 
ng part in mixed symposia on 
religion. A number of years ago 
the renowned Abbe Dimnet of 
France was to speak at a forum 
in one of our temples. He was 
forbidden by the diocesan authori- 
ties to appear in the temple and 
at the last minute another audi- 
torium had to be engaged.

“We should hope that the Brit- 
ish intolerance of such inhuman 
tactics will manifest itself in a 
more favorable approach to the 
problem of the permanent estab- 
lishment of a National Home- 
land even before the war is con- 
cluded if they find it at all po- 
itically feasible. It may be true 
that the situation in Palestine 
and that general area is a bit 
touchy now; but so was the situa- 
tion in India and the British han- 
dled that with a firm hand. They 
have proved themselves to be mas- 
ters of diplomacy and if they 
have a mind to set aside a home- 
land for the Jewish people who 
are so sorely in need of a haven 
of refuge, they can well do it 
now—big bad Arabs to the con- 
trary notwithstanding.

But it seems to me that 
the same inspiration which guided 
our military and political leaders 
to the position of military security 
now these past few weeks for the 
first time, shall guide them in the 
months to come in the fashioning 
of a civil security for all those 
who have waited so long for de- 
liverance. This may be His de- 
vine way of bringing to pass the 
thing that the Bible refers to in 
terms of Messiah.”

FOR SEGAL, DECRIES INTOLERANCE 
THAT WOULD BAN HIS COLUMN 


To the Editor: 

After ‘reading the letter of 
Rabbi Shapiro and of Betty Vivian 
in the columns of the Post of July 
7, my blood pressure should have 
increased by at least 100. Having 
become accustomed, however, to 
the vagaries of Jewish thought, I 
can control myself to a much 
better extent. 


I am amazed at the incontro- 
vertible fact that there are men 
and women of the Jewish faith 
who demand tolerance and under- 
standing on the part of others, 
yet are violently intolerant them- 
selves. Both the rabbi and Miss 
Vivian have taken Al Segal to task 
for his story regarding Jake and 
Father Pat which, incidentally, 
was one of the finest essays on 
good will and mutual understand- 
ing I have ever read. 


Does the fact that Mr. Segal is 
an anti-Zionist make him an out- 
law? How would you explain the 
95 per cent of Jews in the United 
States who are not Zionists? Is 
it always to be a case of we are 
right and the majority is wrong? 
Remember, please, I am a Zionist. 


Do the rabbi and Miss Vivian 
take into consideration the fact 
that priests are performing Jew- 
ish services on many fronts over- 
seas, the priests and ministers are 
performing burial services for 
Jews, while rabbis perform the 
same service for Christians on 
many fronts overseas? Does this 
mean that a Jew cannot remain a 
Jew if he says his prayers in the 
presence of a priest or a minis- 
ter? Does this mean that a Jew 
is not a Jew unless he says his 
kaddish or his prayers in a Jewish 
temple or synagogue? 


For shame, Rabbi, and I am 
astonished at Miss Vivian. 

The sooner we Jews realize that 
the presence of a cross cannot in 
any way affect our faith in God, 
the sooner we realize that a good 
Christian is an excellent Jew and 
that*a good Jew is an excellent 
Christian, the sooner we realize 
that the most important thing in 
this world is a better realization 
of the common brotherhood of 
mankind, the sooner will we 
achieve the happiness we desire 
and seek. Whatever the faith of 
man may be, we still are the chil- 
dren of one God and the doctrine 
of the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man is a good 
doctrine, even for a Jew. 


The Jewish religion does not 
preach intolerance and bigotry, 
but for some reason or other, many 
of our Jewish people are wholly 
intolerant. They want to close 
themselves into a closet, lock 
themselves away from the eyes of 
all mankind and in a puritanical 
voice exclaim, “Here I stand, the 
holy of holiest, better than anyone 
in the world.” There is nothing 
more foolish than this ridiculous 
attitude. We just can’t be Jews 
and yet be intolerant of others. 


What Al Segal writes are his 
thoughts and his beliefs and I ven- 
ture to say that there is no better 
Jew than Al Segal. This is my 
analysis of the man, although I 


have never met him, but have read 
his works. We may not agree 
with him nor ‘with many fine 
points of his philosophy, but we 
must respect his honesty of pur- 
pose and intent. His preachments 
are those dedicated to a finer and 
better understanding of all man- 
kind. . 


May I, therefore, say God bless 
Al Segal. Keep on running his 
column and who knows—perhaps 
he may help in a small -way to 
eliminate intolerance and bigotry 
and superstitious foolishness from 
the hearts and minds of many of 
our brethren. Meanwhile, - let’s 
stop this “off with his head” 
business. 


In closing, I should like to know 
how Rabbi Shapiro forms the false 
premise that “A Jew cannot wor- 
ship the One and Transcendentai 
God in the presence of a crucifix.” 
As far as I am concerned, a Jew 
can worship in a temple, in a 
church, in a basement, in the 
middle of a street, for worship is 
that which comes from the heart 
and reaches the ears of God and 
nothing, be it crucifix or graven 
image, can ever interrupt an 
honest prayer. It is my opinion 
that this belief is a much truer 
premise than that given out by 
Rabbi Shapiro.

adjunct in American Jewish life,’ 


and hardly anyone seems to real-, 


ize it. This time it is the new 
National Community Relations 
Advisory Council. 

The wheels are already begin- 
ning to grind, and it seems some- 
thing of a pity, especially since 
the man who bungled the General 
Jewish Council is at the head of 
this one, too™ He is Edgar Kauf- 
man of Pittsburgh, and although 
he went through the meat grinder 
once, he didn’t seem to learn. 

And this could have been avoid- 
ed, and possibly still can, although 
with each passing day the situa- 
tion for this body grows more 
desperate. When the American Jew- 
ish Congress Administrative Com- 
mittee several weeks back asked 
that the problems of American 
Jewry be included within the 
agenda of the American Jewish 
Conference, it was the first leak 
in the dike. Civic protective work 
is mentioned specifically, and that 
is the main job of the National 
Community Relations Advisory 
Council. So when you know that 
the Congress is a member of this 
NCRAC then you begin to get 
some of the details of the picture. 
I should interpolate here that of 
the four national Jewish bodies 
who are most interested in the 
civic protective field, the Congress 
has less to lose from this kind of 
a merger, and although it does fine 
work in the field of economic dis- 
crimination, its raison d’etre is less 
on this than the American Jew- 
ish Committee or the B’nai B'rith. 

When the NCRAC was formed, it 
was a compromise. Most Ameri- 
can Jewish leaders not already 
committed to any of the four or- 
ganizations in the civic protective 
field wanted a complete merger.

Why this ganging up then on the 
NCRAC, when that body is only 
about a half year old. The reason 
should be obvious, and even the 
chain of logic I’ve outlined above, 
doesn’t seem to have sifted down

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Faulty Logic in Connection With the Election 


ADDRESSED to the readers of this paper with 

nothing but the finest intent, the following 
letter, although written by a leading communal 
worker of Indianapolis, betrays faulty thinking. 
Here is the letter: 

“Rabbi Stephen S. Wise blasted away at a 
portion of the platform of the Republican party. 
His statement may be the forerunner of many. 
Anti-Zionists will follow the example set by 
Rabbi Wise, the press will be flooded with inter- 
pretations and misinterpretations of political 
speeches and political statements. Zionists and 
anti-Zionists will try to guide the Jewish vote 

. this is bad business. 

“It is not the writer’s purpose to advise any- 
body to vote for Mr. Roosevelt, or for Mr. 
Dewey. Nor do I intend to defend the Repub- 
lican platform or praise the coming Democratic 
platform. My purpose is to urge our people to 
vote AMERICAN, next November 7th. 

“If you think the United States of America 
needs Mr. Roosevelt more than it needs Mr. 
Dewey, vote for Mr. Roosevelt. If you think 
otherwise, vote against Mr. Roosevelt. Don’t 
base your vote on the Jewish Problem. An 
American presidential election is held in order 
to choose the man the majority of the people 
believe will best promote American interests. 
It is not held to settle the Jewish Problem in 
Palestine, nor the Polish Problem in Poland, 
nor to pick a prime minister for Ireland. Amer- 
ican soldiers of Jewish extraction, who are dying 
in Normandy, are dying as Americans. 

“When you cast your vote, check your disputes, 
Vote American.” 


Intelligent voting is on issues. The phrase 
“Vote American” means nothing, if it is not 
based on sound judgment of the issues involved. 
A Republican when he votes for Dewey is voting 
American in the same manner as a Democrat 
voting for Roosevelt votes American. An Amer- 
ica Firster who still believes that Germany was 
taken advantage of in the present conflict and 
that we should and could have allowed England 


to settle scores with the Nazis, also votes 
American. 
Then, too, what is this so-called Jewish 


Problem which the letter-writer refers to? Does 


it concern the efforts to do something for and 
about the 3,000,000 Jews who were slaughtered 
in Europe by the Nazis? Suppose they were 
Hindoos, or Chinamen, would and should not 
every Jew be concerned about them? 

Or is it in connection with Palestine that the 
writer evolved this “Jewish Problem.” In this 
case, it probably would be fair to say that an 
overwhelming majority of U. S. citizens want 
that land to be returned to the Jew, Every 
U. S. President since the Balfour Declaration 
was issued has been for Palestine as a Jewish 
commonwealth. 

Is it in connection with immigration to the 
United States that the writer is speaking? Here, 
no Jewish group of any kind so far as this paper 
knows has asked for any serious change in the 
present immigration laws. 

So all in all, the Jews of the’ United States 
will be divided when it comes to voting in the 
national election on the same issues as those of 
the rest of the populace. There is no Jewish 
Problem. in the election, and there will be no 
so-called “Jewish vote.” The vote will be on 
issues. as it should be. 

If there were this Jewish Problem and Jew- 
ish voters did not concern themselves with the 
issues, and voted as implied in the letter, then 
they would be denying themselves and volun- 
tarily entering a ghetto. It is on this proposi- 
tion that leading Jews, both lay and rabbinical, 
take their stand for or against certain candi- 
dates. as the Jew who in 1936 voted against 
candidates who ignored the Nazi treatment of 
minorities, a better American than the Jew who 
closed his eyes and heart to what was going on 
throughout the world, and said our only con- 
cern is our own backyard? The attitude of the 
U. S. citizen who is also a good Jew, on national 
and international issues, will usually be as fine 
and as high in judgment as could be wished. 

The message in the letter could with much 
more grace have been directed at the sub- 
versivegroups, who, while howling that America 
was being corrupted by foreign influences, took 
dictation from Berlin, evidently under the im- 
pression that the Nazi victory over the U. S. 
was so certain and so imminent that Berlin was 
no longer a foreign capital. 


A Wise Delineation of Policy 


A PHRASE in the announcement telling of the 

formation by the Zionist Organization of 
America of the Committee on Unity for Palestine 
warrants comment, That phrase is “in accurate 
and temperate terms.” 

The use of these words indicates that the 
responsible Zionist leadership understands that 
many persons who have heretofore stood aloof 
from Zionist work have been alienated by the 
unrestrained invectives used to criticize any who 
opposed the Zionist cause. It means also that 
the top leadership understands that in order to 
grow into avalanche proportions in the United 


States, the Zionist movement must attract that 
great group who although not anti-Zionists, still 
have not aligned themselves with the fight for 
Palestine because of that intemperance which 
betrayed a lack of statesmanship, of some men in 
the movement, ° 

And, too, the enemies of Zionism have not 
been loath to ascribe to the cause the words of 
these few unconstrained zealots. This use of 
invective assumed that all who remained aloof 
from the Z. O. A. did so out of conviction, and 
that there was no great body of U. S. Jewry 
who had never really been approached for mem- 
bership.

ie MEETING this Sunday of representatives 

of 12 Indiana Jewish communities with the

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"BIGGEST SCANDAL IN HISTORY OF HUMAN CRIME, BRACKEN CHARGES AS JEWS ARE SLAIN

By JW DON ~The ass-extermination of Jews in Europe, especially the present anti- 


Jewish drive in Hungary, has reached a poirit where not only the Nazis, but the entire 
German nation and the German General Staff, must be held responsible, it was stated 
here by Brenden Bracken, British Minister of Information. He emphasized that 
“when the day of reckoning comes, the German General Staff will be first to be dealt 
with.” 
‘ «Not the ‘flying bombs,’ but the tragedy of the Hungarian Jews has been the main 
occupation of the government during the last two weeks,” Bracken said. “I cannot 
exaggerate the brutality of the persecution. Nor can the public in this country forget 
the atrocities. There is a Quisling government in Hungary which will be held respon- 
sible for the crimes against the Jews and for the setting up of abbatoirs to extermi- 
nate the victims, This is the biggest scandal in the history of human crimes. 

“But,” the Minister of Information continued, “the responsibility rests not only on 
the Nazis, but upon the entire German people and particularly upon the General Staff. 

When the day of reckoning comes, the German General Staff will be first to be dealt 
with. These men will pay the price for the bestial cruelty against the Jews.” 


EDEN GIVES PARLIAMENT GLOOMY PICTURE 

Earlier in the week Foreign Secretary Eden, speaking in the House of Commons, 
presented a very gloomy picture of the position of the Jews in Hungary and of the 
possibilities of saving them from annihilation. 

“T greatly regret to report that there are strong indications that the German and 
Hungarian authorities have begun the barbarous deportations of Jews in the course 
of which many have been killed,” he told the House. 

“Unfortunately,” he continued, “there are no signs to show that the repeated dec- 
larations of His Majesty’s Government and of other governments of the United Na- 
tions, of their intention. to punish the instigators and the perpetrators of the frightful 
crimes have moved the Germant government and its Hungarian accomplices to allow 
the departure of even a small proportion of victims or abate the persecution.” 


VICTORY IS ONLY HOPE OF SAVING JEWS ; 

The principal hope of saving the Jews of Hungary is a speedy victory, Mr. Eden 
emphasized, when asked whether the United Nations are taking any further steps to 
prevent the total extermination of Hungarian Jewry. Queried whether it is true that 
of 400,000 deported Hungarian Jews about 100,000 have been slain, Eden replied that 
he would rather not give any figures since exact information was not available. 


“We have done all: we can, and shall do -" we can,” he declared. He referred to 
intervention by the Pope and by the King of Sweden with the Hungarian government, 
and pointed out that Britain, too, has intervened by endorsing, last March, President 
Roosevelt’s warning to Hungary of retribution for extermination of Jews. 


“We shall, of course, continue to use our radio facilities to bring home to the Hun- 
garian government the feelings of the House and of our nation,” the Foreign Secre- 
tary said. He reiterated that the British government “is completely in step with the 
government of the United States” with regard to making representations to Hungary, 
but it cannot associate itself with the representations of the Swedish king “because 
the position of a neutral king is different.” 

The Archbishop of Westminster, Catholic Primate of Britain, this week sent a 
leter to the World Jewish Congress pledging that he “will not leave a stone unturned” 
in behalf of Hungarian Jewry. Expressing horror and disgust at the persecution of 
the Jews, the Archbishop stated that he would appeal to the Pope for further inter- 
vention by the Vatican and expressed the hope that “our joint appeal will be successful.” 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, head of the Anglican Church, also voiced his concern 
over the fate of the Hungarian Jews and pledged his efforts in support of measures 
to aid them. 


HUNGARIAN MINISTER ANNOUNCES DECISION TO LIQUIDATE ALL JEWS 

Meanwhile, the Hungarian government announced that it has decided to liquidate all 
Jews in the country, while information received here from other sources confirmed 
reports that 400,000 Jews have already been deported from Hungary to Poland and 
that the deportation of 350,000 more Jews will start this week. ’ 

An announcement by Minister of the Interior Ador Jaros stated: “War cannot be 
carried on with a million enemies within our country. Therefore, the Jewish problem 
must be solved. And the government has decided to solve it. Only now have the real 
intentions of the Jews been revealed. We have discovered wireless transmitters, arms, 
hand grenades, explosives, and huge fortunes in the vacated Jewish flats.” 


A message received here by the Polish government from the underground movement 
in Poland. dated June 25, says that approximately 400,000 Jews have arrived from 
Hungary and that room is being made in camps for hundreds of thousands of additioftal 
Jews. At the same time, the Robotnik, Polish Socialist paper published in London, 
reports the details of how the Germans are exterminating thousands of Jews in gas 
chambers in the Oswiecim camp in order to make room for more deportees. The paper 
iells the gruesome story of how 3,800 Jews who were deported from Czechoslovakia to 
Oswiecim were treated well for some time and told to write letters to teir relatives 
Stating that they dwelt under “good conditions,” but efter the letters were sent off, 
all the 3,800 were driven into gas chambers and asphyxiated. 


PANIC AMONG JEWS GROWS; JEWS PLEAD FOR LIFE 

Reliable reports reaching here state that panic has spread among the Jews in Buda- 
pest because of the deportations which are expected to start this week from the 
Hungarian capital. The Jews in Budapest, the reports state, are pleading for their 
lives. They are appealing to the Hungarian government to classify them as Palestine 
citizens and to treat them as such, and, on the other hand, they are threatening, in 


despair, that reprisals will certainly be taken against Germans interned in Allied 
countries if they|are murdered, 

Most of the reports reaching here from Hungary through underground channels are 
extremely pessimistic regarding the immediate fate of all the Jews in Hungary. They 
emphasize that unless severe reprisals are taken in the countries of the United Na- 
tions, the Hungarian Jews will be annihilated as were the Jews of Poland and other 
occupied countries. 4

Swiss Organizations Report Killing of 1,715,000 Jews in Two Camps

NEW YORK—More than 1,715,000 Jews have been put to death in only two Ger- 
man “extermination camps” within the last two years, it has been established by 
two non-Jewish relief organizations in Switzerland, the Geneva correspondent of the 
New York Times reports. 

The correspondent states that the International Church Movement Ecumenical 
Refugee Commission with headquarters in Geneva and the Refugee Relief Commit- 
tee‘ of Zurich headed by Rev. Paul Vought. have made public figures showing that 
in the Nazi “extermination camps” in Auschwitz and in Birkenau, both in Upper 
Silesia, the following number of Jews have been killed between April, 1942, and 
April, 1944:

Pointing out that “hundreds of thousands of Jews” were slain in other camps, the 
report says that to this total must now be added Hungary’s Jews, tens of thousands 
of whom, it emphasizes, “have been slain or have died en route to Upper Silesia.” 


DEPORTATION DESCRIBED BY CHURCH COMMISSION 

Discussing ‘malicious, fiendish, inhuman brutality” in the treatment of Hungarian 
Jews, the Ecumenical Commission says: “According to authenticated information 
now at hand, some 400,000 Hungarian Jews have been deported from their homeland 
since April 6 of this year under inhuman conditions to Upper Silesia. Those that 
did not die en route were delivered to the camps of Auschwitz and Birkenau in Upper 
Silesia, where during the past two years, it has now been learned, many hundreds 
of thousands of their co-religionists have been fiendishly done to death.” 

After a fortnight to three months’ imprisonment, during which they were “selected” 
or worked to death, the Jews were led to the execution halls. These halls consist of 
fake bathing establishments handling 2,000 to 8,000 daily. Prisoners were led into 
cells and ordered to strip for bathing. Then cyanide gas was said to* have been re- 
leased, causing death in three to five minutes. 

The bodies are burned in crematoriums that hold eight to ten at a time. At Birkenau 
there are about fifty such furnaces. They were opened March 12, 1948, by a large 
party of Nazi chiefs who witnessed the “disposal of 8,000 Jews from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 7.30 that night,” according to the report. 


TORTURED BEFORE REACHING CAMPS 

Emphasizing that many of the victims are tortured before they reach the camps, 
the report says that on their arrival at one of the two camps—the administration of 
which is directed by Elite Guard Untersturmfuehrer Schwarzhuber, “a sadistic drunk- 
ard from the Tyrol”—the refugees are sorted into batches of 100 or so and taken to 
“bathing” sheds, where, after having been stripped and completely shaved, they are 
“deloused” with a solution of strong disinfectant and carbolic acid that burns their 
skins off. On leaving this shed they pass through a tunnel to a second “enumeration” 


shed with a typewritten slip bearing a serial number “proving” that they have been’ 


deloused. 


Here, still naked, batches of men and women are tattooed with the numbers that 
they have on their slips of paper “under the most primitive and inhuman conditions, 
which often lead to fatal blood poisoning—which in itself is often a merciful alterna- 
tive.” Two fugitives from the Slovak externment campaign who fled at three-month 
intervals and “are now on neutral soil” bear physical confirmation of this tattooing 
operation—one with a five-figure numeral on his left leg and the other with a six- 
numeral figure considerably above the 200,000 mark on his. 

The tale of the six-figure fugitive is quoted by Mr. Voght’s report, the New York 
Times correspondent points out. “From the tattooing shed,” he said, “we were driven 
to a cellar where we received a sort of prisoner’s “uniform” that was later ‘exchanged’ 
for a ragged Russian soldier uniform scarcely adequate to cover our nakedness, let 
alone give us warmth from the cruel temperatures.” The purpose of any clothing at 
all, in the refugee’s opinion, was “to bear “other indications,” such as nationality and 
“degree of offense” of each person. Women in the tattooing sheds were tattroed on 
their breasts, according to the same witness.”

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A.D.L. DIRECTOR TELLS HOW HUMOR 
USED TO SPREAD ANTI-SEMITISM

In defense plants, military in- 
stallations, municipal buildings, 
schools and colleges, transporta- 
tion facilities, and in bars, restau- 
rants and barber shops, there have 
been spread the shameless canards: 
“Jews are responsible for the 
war,” “Jews are shirking military 
duty,” and “Jews are profiteering 
while Gentiles spill their blood.’ 
Coupled with these charges is de- 
liberate incitement of soldiers and 
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civilians alike to revenge them- 
selves on the Jews when the Ger- 
mans and the Japs have been de- 
feated. Though. couched in the 
vein of humor, it is humor with 
a brazen and dangerous sting; the 
humor which brutally exploits ex- 
isting prejudices and carefully 
nuytured rumors. 

i. “Merchants of Hate,” since 
the summer of 1942, have been 
using the joke, the funny poem, 
the humorous ditty, the jingle and 
the song, published anonymously 
and distributed surreptitiously, as 
a divisive weapon. These sup- 
plant in influence the publications 
of the subversive organizations, 
native and _  foreign—the hate 
groups, the native little fuehrers, 
and the Nazi-Fascist importations 
—a number of which ceased pub- 
lication with the cessation of ac- 
tivity due to the war or because 
of the 'oss of mailing privileges 
by government action. 


Copied by Every Means 

Every conceivable duplicating 
form — mimeographed sheets 
printed cards, blueprints, and mul- 
tigraphed leaflets, typewritten 
statements, an d_ typewritten 
copies—distributed by the millions 
since Pearl Harbor, has been used 
to spread, everywhere in the 
United States, messages of hate, 
of suspicion, of distrust, of dis- 
sension. 

The preliminary shot in this 
propaganda began in the Greater 
Boston area in September, 1942, 
with the appearance of an alleg- 
edly humorous poem _ entitled: 
“America’s Fighting Jew,” an evil 
travesty on the poem of the same 
title by Damon Runyon, honoring 
Sam Dreben of Wor!d War I fame. 
This inflammatory piece charges 
that the Jews fight only for bar- 
gains, cheer the Gentiles on to 
war; and ends: 


Hitler, 
The Japs and Dagoes, too, 


i “For when he’s through with 
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Johnny Doughboy has a date PALESTINE RESOLUTION IN CONGREgS: 


With America’s Fighting 
Jew.” 

Copies in mimeographed form 
first appeared in Lynn, Mass., im- 
mediately after Labor Day, 1942. 
By the end of that month, printed 
copies in abundance were given out 
free as a joke card in a joke shop 
in Boston. Printed copies were 
also found on streetcars and ele- 
vated trains in Boston. Most im- 
portant, copies appeared in a num- 
ber of defense plants in the Great- 
er Boston area. 

A columnist, non-Jewish, on one 
of Boston’s newspapers, received a 
letter dated Roxbury, Mass., March 
15, 1943, signed “Anti-Semite,” 
with one of the paragraphs read- 
ing: “Just wait until our boys 
come back—you perhaps have 
heard some of the remarks that 
have been made about getting the 
Nazis, the Japs, and coming home 
and getting the Jews.” 

Not Funnv at All 

This was followed by the in- 
sidious doggerel: “The First 
American,” which many thought 
funny and which preved disas- 


trously effective. “The First 
American” inundated the nation 
around Thanksgiving of 1942. 


Within a period of several days 
copies were found circulating in 
such communities as Rutland, Ver- 
mont; Columbus, Ohio; Du!uth, 
Minn.; Chicago, Philadelphia, New 
York City and Boston. Columnists 
in Mid - western newspapers 
promptly attacked the doggerel as 
Nazi propaganda. 

The doggerel goes like this: 
“The first American killed in 
Pearl Harbor—John J. Hennessey,” 
and depending on the version. 
there is a recital of a number of 
heroic exploits of known American 
heroes in the present war to 
whom may be given the credit as 
“The First.” But whatever the 
version, the last line invariabiy 
reads: “The First American to get 
four new tires—Abie Cohen.” Often 
the name Cohen is substituted by 
some other obvious patronymic, 
usual’y Finkelstein or Goldstein. 

Luther Conant ably exposed the 
doggerel in a full-page article in 
the Dec. 23, 1942, issue of PM, 
which contained statements by 
John C. Cullen, whose name ap- 
pears in almost every version, and 
by Mrs. John J. Powers, mother of 
John Powers, also named fre- 
quently. Both Mrs. Powers and 
John Cullen severely castigated 
the doggerel as scurrilous mate- 
rial and disruptive propaganda.

persons, and even newspapers and 
publications enjoying nationwide 
circulation, ineluding the official 
organs of reputable business 
establishments and labor unions. 
and even of training schools for 
military service, were deceived. 
Because of the number of official 
naval publications which carried 
“The First American,” the Navy 
Department issued a directive on 
June 21, 1943, condemning “mate- 
rial which, whether humorously or 
not, disparages or belittles any 
American or Allied racial or reli- 
gious group.” 

Use Songs Also 

With the coming of spring the 
propaganda drive burst into song 
with a malevolent parody of the 
well loved, patriotic “Marine Song,” 
variously titted “The Marine 
Hymn,” “Jewish National Anthem,” 
“The Marine Song,” “Kosher Air 
Wardens,” and “Onward Chris- 
tian Draftees.” The parody made 
its appearance in March of 1945, 
and spread like a conflagration 
throughout the nation. The open- 
ing lines go like this: “From the 
shores of Coney Island looking 
eastward to the sea, stands a 
kosher air raid warden, wearing 
V for victory.” During the rendi- 
tion, such lines as there are heard: 
“Only Christian boys are drafted” 
and “They will find us Jews seil- 
ing boots and shoes to the United 
States marines.” 

The final stanza of the parody 
has these lyrics: 

“So when peace has come to us 
again 

And we lick Hitler—that louse 

You will find a Jew is ruling you 

In Washington’s great White 
House.” 

Distribution of this piece of 
seurrility, throughout the spring 
and summer of 1943, was concen- 
trated upon the personnel of war 
plants and military installations. 
The impressionableness of youth 
certainly was taken into considera- 
tion, for with the arrival of Sep- 
tember and the opening of school, 
children of school age were culti- 
vated. And it caught on! The 
tune is catchy. The boys and girls 
sing the parody. And printed and 
handwritten versions have been 
found in the possession of school 
children, even of grammar school 
age. 

The implication is obvious. How- 
ever, merely a cursory reading of 
daily newspapers and_ current 
magazines and the lie evaporates. 
To cite just a few items: The 
article by Richard Wilcox, “Land- 
ing on Engobi,” in the March 13, 
1944, issue of Life, reporting the 
exploits of Leon Goldberg, a cap- 
tain of a company of the 22nd 
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Marines; and Burris Jenkins’ art. 
cle, “Back from Hell,” in the Bos. 
ton Evening American of the same 
date, recounting some harrowing 
experiences in the South Pacific 
of Marine Capt. Arnie Edelstein, 


There is the fascinating story in 
the Taunton (Mass.) Daily Gazette 
of May 31, 1944, recounting the 
amazing exploits of Lt. David 
Besbris of the U. S. Air Force who 
was with the Canadian Air Force 
before Pearl Harbor. And Capt. 
Alfred Friendly’s interesting col- 
lection of anecdotes entitled “Where 
There’s a ‘Tank, There’s a Way,” 
in the Saturday Evening Post of 
May 27, 1944. 


Toward the end of July, 1943, 
the propaganda line took a new 
twist and degenerated into obscen- 
ity and assumed the infamous 
cloak of the smutty joke which 
has captivating powers with a 
certain type of mind. There are 
two versions and both appeared in 
printed and other duplicating 
forms. One obscenely, ridicules 
the industrial war effort with the 
thought that it is futile for the 
worker to apply his fullest effort 
in his job, for all he can gain will 
be to “save the country for the 
God-damned Jews.” The quotation 
is the last line of this vile writing. 


Concentration of distribution of 
this vilification was in the defense 
plants all over the nation. The 
printed word was supplemented by 
oral repitition and by scribbling 


‘ upon walls, especially in the head 


houses of these plants. 


Still another screed.in the form 
of an ode began to be circulated in 
October, 1943. In mimeographed 
form, this propaganda piece made 
its appearance in the Navy Yard 
in Boston. Behind a comic mask 
there is a lengthy reiteration of 
the dastardly lies of slackerism 
and profiteering by Jews recited 
in all the previous libels. In addi- 
tion, the libel maliciously ridicules 
the integrity of an honored and 
respected Christian gentleman from 
Massachusetts. 


Use Christmas Theme 

In December of last year, # 
comic poem appropriate to the 
holiday season, with its ostensible 
theme of good will distorted t 
impart a message of hate, was 
utilized. While the pattern of 
distribution in defense plants was 
followed, copies were also studi- 
ously scattered in the business se¢- 
tions of small communities. 


Humorously, though insidiously, 
the poetic effort impliedly urges # 
boycott of merchants of the Jewish 
faith. The last line ends with am 
approval of Hitlerism, readme: 
“Damned if I don’t think Hitler 8 
right.” 

It is true that all the state 
ments in the seven pieces Te 
counted are gross lies, and can be 

proved lies, as all generalizations

Monsky-Wise 
Split on Scope 
Of Conference

NEW YORK—Differences of 
opinion are developing within the 
leadership of the American Jewish 
Conference. Though the Chicago 
session of the Conference has been 
postponed, the opinion among its 
leaders remains divided on the 
issue of whether or not the Con- 
ference should extend the scope of 
its activities into the field of 
American Jewish problems. 

Henry Monsky opposes such an 
extension since it would bring the 
American Jewish Conference into 
conflict with Jewish groups doing 
anti-defamation work, or conduct- 
ing relief work, or engaged in 
other activities concerning the 
internal American-Jewish scene. 
Dr. Stephen S. Wise and Louis 
Lipsky are for such an extension. 
They find the program of the 
American Jewish Conference, as it 
stands at present, too limited 
since it is restricted to the reso- 
lutions on Palestine, on the rescue 
of Jews in Europe, and on post- 
war Jewish problems. 

Strongly supporting Monsky’s 
view that the Conference may face 
a bitter battle should it try to 
widen its program on the domes- 
tic front is Judge Morris Rothen- 
berg. He believes that before 
taking any decision on this subject 
the Conference must come to an 
understanding with the existing 
Jewish organizations in America 
which have been doing this kind of 


work for years. Otherwise, he 
warns, internal opposition may 
develop within the Conference 
itself. 


The issue may or may not come 
up before the forthcoming session 
of the Conference when it takes 
place, but the administrative com- 
mittee of the Conference is, in the 
meantime, concerned with it.

HOW POPE AND PRIESTS AIDED 
JEWS OF ROME TOLD BY CHIEF RABBI 


The following story, written 
by Burke Walsh, war correspond- 
ent. for the National Catholic 
Welfare News Service, was 
printed in the Catholic press 
last week.

ROME, June 30 (By Radio)— 
The Jews of Rome call Pius XII 
“Our Pope,” Dr. Israel Zolli, chief 
rabbi of the Jewish community in 
the Eternal City, declared in an in- 
terview today which was the out- 
growth of a report in a local news- 
paper that Rabbi Zolli at civic 
ceremonies marking the reopening 
of a synagogue had paid warm 
tribute to the Holy Father for his 
aid to Jewish residents of the city 
during the Nazi-Fascist persecu- 
tion, 

Dr. Zolli presided at the service 
but did not actually utter the 
words attributed to him, he said. 

Asked about this, he said: “No, 
the remarks were not made by me, 
but by a foreigner, I believe.” 

“But did you, or do you, dissent 
from thee expressions of grati- 
tude?” the rabbi was asked. 
Appreciates Pope’s Help 

“No,” he replied, “but person- 
ally I would not have chosen such 
expressions. Not because I do not 
appreciate with all my heart the 
help given by the church, but be 
cause of a sense of delicacy to- 
wards the Vatican. I think it 
would have been far better to ex- 
press our gratitude directly to the 
Vatican and let the Vatican decide 
whether or not to make public our 
homage. To express our gratitude 
was no more than our duty, I 
think, but only the Vatian is en- 
titled to make such a gesture pub- 
lic. 

“Suppose I were a poor man 
and thet I had to undergo an op- 
eration but had no money for it. 
If a charitable person gives the 
means to effect a cure, I am not 
entitled, for such a reason, to print 
my feeling of gratitude in the 
press without being authorized by 
my benefactor himself to do so. 
It was the same for the Vatican, 
which was not to be compromised 
by a loud outburst of cheers, a 
statement to the press, or the 
like.” 

“Were there cheers in the syna- 
gogue at the mention of the Vati- 
can?” the rabbi was asked. 

“Surely there were,” he replied. 
“The Vatican has always helped 
the Jews and the Jews are very 
grateful for the charitable work 
of the Vatican, all done without 
distinction of race.” 

Dr. Zolli was insistent on these 
last words. He said that according 
to information coming to him the 
Vatican had helped the Jews in 
most varied ways and in conform- 
ity with the needs of each indi- 
vidual case. And it was always 
done with prudence, generosity and 
efficacy, he added. 

Great Number Assisted 

The rabbi said he could not state 
exactly the number of Jews thus 
aided but that certainly there were 
a very great number. 

“That I can affirm,” he added, 
“because I have learned it from the 
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very persons who had experienced 
the beneficient work of the Catho- 
lic church.” 

“Is it true,” the rabbi was asked, 
“that a Franciscan priest was 
present at the civic ceremonies in 
the synagogue?” 

“Yes,” he replied, “Father Bene- 
detto,a man who was in touch with 
the assistance given us, was pres- 
ent.” 

“Is it true that many Jews took 
refuge in monasteries and that 
there were many Jewish families 
at the Pontifical Villa of Castel- 
gandolfo?” he was asked. 

“Very true,” the rabbi replied. 
“The religious communities have 
been very hospitable to us. In 
many parish churches there were 
priests who devoted their charity 
to us. Many of these priests aided 
us although they knew very well 
the dangers to which they were 
exposing themselves, including 
threats against their lives. Many 
of them had to undergo vexations 
at the hands of the Nazis and Fas- 
cists, 


“T myself received many visits 
from priests and every one of these 
visits was a source of comfort and 
reassurance, and very often ended 
in our embracing one another with 






a true feeling of brotherly love.” 
Widely Known Scholar 

Dr. Zolli is a man of deep learn- 
ing whose books and other pub- 
l.shed writings total nearly 150. 
‘Lhe 64-year-old rabbi became chief 
rabbi of Trieste 85 years ago. He 
has been invited to collaborate in 
the work of the Pontifical Biblical 
Institute and the Italian Catholic 
Encyclopedia. He became rabbi of 
Rome in 1939, 

When the Germans occupied 
Rome last September the Jews in 
the Eternal City numbered 11,000. 
The Gestapo exiled 5,500 Jews. 
Two hundred were killed when the 
Germans compelled the Jews to 
hand over, as a sort of ransom, 
50 kilos of gold, promising them 
safety in return. Dr. Zolli wrote 
to the president of the Jewish 
community at the time that he was 
able, through his personal inter- 
vention, to obtain from “high offi- 
cials of the Catholic church” 15 
kilos of gold ($45,000) and he ac- 
tually obtained it. 

In the same letter, he said, he 
offered himself as hostage, if it 
were required, and declared him- 
self ready to undertake every mis- 
sion the president of the Jewish 
community wished to assign to 
him. The Germans, he said, did 
not respect the engagement after 
receiving the gold they had de- 


2,500,000 Dunams 
Need Trees, Meet Told

about any group can be proved 
lies. But Hitler never had any 
compunctions about the use of lies. 
He recognized that “even from the 
most impudent lie something will 
always stick.” 

What we are experiencing is an 
improvisation of a cleverly de- 
veloped, carefully planned, we!l 
organized propaganda drive. In 
the book, ‘‘Nazi Conquest of Dan. 
zig,” by Hans Leonhardt, pub- 
lished in September, 1942, chapter 
9 is entitled “The End of Danzig 
Opposition,” and gives a_ vivid 
picture of the Nazi use of the 
technique of anti-Semitism. At 
page 324 the author states: “This 
sort of propaganda (anti-Semitic) 
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went on day after day in all vari- 
eties of bad taste, in ‘songs’ and in 
poetry.” Last March, a witness, 
testifying for the government in 
the denaturalization proceedings 
brought against a former German- 
American Bund member, charged 
that the defendant whenever he 
traveled carried small cards con- 
taining anti-Semitic literature 
which he !eft in public places. 

But it must be clearly under- 
stood that in the main, American 
citizens were responsible for trans- 
mitting the propaganda, undoubt- 
edly in most instances innocently 
and as a joke. This was accord- 
ing to a plan; a plan which utilizes 
the Nazi-developed technique of 
modern anti-Semitism which Ed. 
mond Taylor describes as “Goeb- 
bels’ main weapon; (so) that 
anyone who has an anti-Semitic 
prejudice unconsciously can be 
made conscious of it and thus 
become an open anti-Semite; when 
he does he invariably becomes a 
pro-Nazi or at least cannot be 
a real anti-Nazi. In this way anti- 
Semitic propaganda creates a 
‘fifth column’ for Hitler all around 
the world.” 

If there is any doubt of organi- 
zation in distribution, such doubt 
has been dissipated by John F. 
Stokes, commissioner of public 
safety for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, who, in his report 
to Governor Saltonstall, dated 
Nov. 9, 1943, and published the 
following day in the Boston press, 
stated: 

“A compilation of anti-Semitic 
literature circulated in the metro- 
politan area has been prepared 
by the Anti-Defamation League, 
B'nai B’rith, 73 Tremont street, 
Boston, in the form of five exhibits 
and is attached for your informa- 
tion . . . the widespread dissemi- 
nation of anti-Semitic literature, I 
believe is organized and should be 
dealt with immediately.” 

These propaganda pieces with 
the comic tones are shoddy, snide 
and insidious libels. But with the 
elements of crude humor the 
propagandist is assured the help of 
countless thousands of innocent 
dupes who laugh and pass the 
“joke” on without thinking of its 
poisonous intent. 


Refutes Charges 

To proceed from propaganda to 
the factual situation, one need only 
turn to Quentin Reynolds’ latest 
book, “The Curtain Rises.” In his 
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book, at page 351, Quentin Reyn- 
olds describes a conversation with 
a new acquaintance he had made 
at a quiet resort where he had 
gone to rest after his harrowing 
experiences abroad: 


At the resort a man asked me 
where I lived. I told him I lived 
in New York city. “How awful?” 


he said, looking at me sympa- 
thetically. “All you see there are 
Jews.” 


“I’m used to being with Jews,” 
I told him. “Where I’ve been 
lately the place is full of them.” 

“Where have you been?” he 
asked. 


“I’ve been with the First Divi- 
sion in Sicily,” I said. ‘Full of 
Jews. It'll please you to know a 
hell of a lot of them were killed.” 


He looked at me and blinked. 
not understanding, and I waiked 
away because I was a little afraid 
that I might get sick or slug him. 


This was the America I returned 
to. Our men abroad deserve some- 
thing better than a country which 
is still stupid with reaction and 
prejudice. 


There are no Democrats, 20 
Republicans at the front. There 
are no Protestants, no Catholics, 
no Jews at the front. There are 
men in uniform who, at the very 
best, are giving up a year or two 
of their lives to serve a country 
they believe in. To paraphrase 
Tolstoy again, those maggots who 
continually gnaw at the healthy 
body of America perhaps can do 
no permanent harm, but we would 
be fools to allow them to go too 
far. 


Erwin D. Canham in an article 


entitled, “American Losses’ by 
Sabotage,” which appeared on the 
editorial page of the Christian 


Science Monitor of Oct. 12, 1943, 
wrote—commenting on the F, B. I. 
report that not a single sabotage 
crime since Pearl Harbor on Amer- 
ican soil could be traced to foreign 
origins.

i . We suffer severely from 
sabotage (which is) well 
organized, effective and punish- 
ing. But it is not carried out with 
bomb and incendiary. It is mental 
sabotage, psychological or diver- 
sive warfare and it is progressing 
exactly as planned beforehand in 
the strongholds of our enemy. 


“What are the evidences and 
effects of this sabotage? They 
are in the suspicions, confusions 
and divisions in the nation. They 
are the sorry fruit of seeds sown 
by Nazi propaganda. They are 
not necessarily the result of Nazi 
gold paid to a traitor, of a print- 
ing press bought or a demagogue 
bribed. It has not been necessary 
to do the job in that crude fashion. 
Instead our Nazi and Japanese 
enemies have emitted lies into the 
world. They have sprayed forth 
falsehoods, like poison gas. Some 
of it has clung. . When will 
we wake up?” 


There will not be an awakeninz 
until all of us understand that 
defamation—the strategy of hatrei 
—is a major weapon used by the 
Nazis in their struggle with the 
democracies.

The July issue of The Reader’s Digest carries as its final article a 
composite of letters received, entitled “Dissenting Reports on Pales- 
tine.” If it is true that most people begin the Digest on page one 
and work their way systematically through, a large proportion of the 
magazine’s readers will never get to see the article in question which, 
for all the unfairness of Frederick C. Painton’s original item in the 
May number, is an honest presentation of the Zidnist rebuttal. Indeed, 
the final paragraph pAys unrestrained tribue to “the courage, the zeal 
and the faith which animate the Zionist movement in its attempt to 
deal constructively with one of the most tragic examples of injustice 
in the history of mankind.” 


With that, we may presume, the issue is closed in the magazine’s 
columns. It is interesting to note, however, the extent to which the 
Jewish problem, in its various phases, lends itself to popular treatment 
in the national periodicals. Constantly on the search for timely topics 
of interest, editors are not averse to dropping stones in clear water 
at times and in reveling in the commotion caused. The Zionist theme 
has lent itself freely to such treatment. 


One is reminded of the disturbing interview with Ibn Saud of Arabia, 
which appeared in Life less than a year ago, and was followed by 
statements by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and Lessing Rosenwald, lehavadil. 


One of the rare instances of favorable treatment was at the hands 
of Frank Gervasi in Collier’s in his article on the role of Palestine’s 
Jewish soldiers in the war. 


Within recent weeks there has been a flood of articles on the peren- 
nially fascinating subject of oil, and the projected pipe line in the 
Near East, Again the Zionist issue is injected. 


In an article in Fortune entitled “Mr. Ickes’ Arabian Nights,” it is 
stated that the introduction of the resolution on Palestine before Con- 
gress was untimely, for it aroused the Arab world at the very time 
when Secretary Ickes was wooing it for support. 


Harold Lamb, writing in the July 1 number of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, ominously records that Palestine “still has no final form of 
government set, although the day of its self-rule, delayed by the wa?, 
is at hand.” He pays tribute to the courage, pioneering enterprise and 
determination to build and progress displayed by the Arabs! 


Frank Gervasi returns in the July 8 issue of Collier’s with a Te- 
freshing and encouraging piece which should be recommended reading 
for all, though the final picture he paints is gloomy and pessimistic 
enough. It is well that one should know the situation. 


And in a recent issue of Town and Country, of all places, a chap 
by the name of Bodley, writing as one who has lived among the Arabs, 
declares that Palestine is such a desolate, god-forsaken place that if 
there are any Jews miserable enough to want to live there, let them, 
and there won’t be enough of them who want to go anyhow to cause 
any trouble! 


In general, it may be said that the editors of the respective maga- 
zines are more successful in their search for sensation than in theit 
discriminating understanding of all the issues involved,

Midsummer Round-up in New York 


Through this last long, endlessly humid week in New York City, 
two things preoccupied the Jewish community. The first, the dark 
hopeless agony of Hungary’s Jews, and the sense of impotence and 
helplessness here at home. Everything that could be done was done. 
There were cables and appeals and meetings that began here and 
ended in London and Rome. Coupled with the ghastly revelations re- 
leased last week of the new death camps in Upper Silesia, it seemed 
that the cup of Jewish suffering in Europe still held room for, more 
blood and tears. 4 
. As the temperatcre rose, and the city pie baie Jewish leaders met 
to fd some way of breaking the deathlock in Hungary. The Pope 
was appealed to by Myron C. Taylor, U. S. emmissary to the Vati- 
can, ‘the House and the Senate warned. Anthony Eden and Brenden 
Bracken in Great Britain decried and threatened the puppet gov- 
ernment of Hungary. The OWI sent out one broadcast after the other 
beamed to the satellite country, but the massacre seemed not to have 
ended. 

Raced with grim devastation itself, linked irrevocably with the fate 
of the Third Reich, Hungary had chosen the path of Hitler, insatiably, 
wickedly sending thousands of Jews to their execution daily—as though 
ina final gesture of propitiation to the gods of evil. Meanwhile Allied 
bombers swooped low over Budapest, and there was talk of retaliation 
raids by Jewish squadrons, etc. 

At the same time, as though a corporate effort was being made to 
find some silver lining to this sombrest of all clouds, new rumors 
began to spread in the Jewish press of New York, and through wide 
Jewish circles. People spoke of a new deal for Palestine, of a signifi- 
cant statement to be released shortly, of the Palestine resolution, etc. 
The current issue of The Nation reported that Churchill had informed 
his inmates that the British cabinet had finally taken a decision with 
respect to Palestine. The decision, to be announced after the war, is 
said to be “favorable to Zionist hopes.” 

There was mention of July 15, and of a Dr, Weizmann statement. 
From London, Jewish Agency spokesmen warned against optimism 
regarding the announcement made in the House of Lords that Britain 
was considering formation of a seperate Jewish brigade. Heading 
the renewed fight for a Jewish Army, Lord Strabolgi and Lord Mel- 
chett spoke at length on the feasibility of creating such military units, 
revealed that War Secretary Sir James Grigg had agreed to receive 
a Parliamentary deputation on the question. 

Here in New York, there were rumors that should the forthcoming 
Democratic Convention adopt a Palestine Resolution couched in terms 
similar to those adopted by the Republicans, the Palestine Resolu- 
tion might reappear once again in the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee and this time, even reach the floor. 

The National Administrative Council of the Zionist Organization, 
meeting in Philadelphia, praising Cordell Hull for his warning to 
the Horthy government, reminded the 120 Zionist representatives 
present at the assembly, of Goebbel’s declaration that “if the German 
armies are forced to retreat, they will annihilate the last Jew on the 
European continent,” begged for re-consideration of the Palestine 
Resolution. 

This week, too, was the 40th anniversary of the death of the founder 
of Zionism, creator of a modern, secular, concept of Jewish statehood, 
Theodore Herzl, and Zionists in the city planned giant memorial meet- 
ings and demonstrations in his memory. 

This week, young Jewish Gen. Chaykovsky led the Russian troops 
hearer to Berlin, appeared to be likely to be commander of the first 
divisions to fight for Berlin. As the heat increased this week-end, 
and the city emptied, prayers of intercession were held at the First 
Reformed Hungarian Church here, and men and women appealed for 
divine aid for Hungary’s Jews, wearing Shield of David armbands. 

This midsummer week saw Shamayhu Shmulevitz reprieved in Pale- 
stine, his death sentence commuted to life imprisonment, and there 
was talk of the tension in Palestine which had caused the Colonial 
Uffice to give the young terrorist back his life. 

And Finnish fascists paraded the streets of Helsinki asking death 
and destruction for the Jews, despite the Government’s official as- 
Surance that Finland’s Jews were safe. 

And yet, it was a week like many other weeks before it in recent 
Jewish history, and .as before, New York’s Jews struck out against 
their geographical remoteness, against their feeling of profound 
frustration and grief, and whispered hopefully of better things to 
‘ome, of a change in the fortunes of Palestine and refugees, 
Waited for something to happen.

LONDON—Spokesmen for ‘the 


Jewish Agency this week warned 
against “premature optimism” 
concerning the announcement in 
the House of Lords, that Britain 
was considering the formation of 
a separate Jewish brigade. The 
Agency officials stressed that so 
far no practical steps have been 
announced. 

Under-Secretary for War Lord 
Croft told the House of Lords that 
white formation of a_ separate 
Jewish Army or division was not 
feasible at present, the govern: 
ment was studying the possibility 
of establishing a Jewish Brigade. 

Replying to a demand by Lord 
Strabolgi for formation of a 
Jewish Army, Lord Croft said 
that the difficulties involved in 
transporting all Jews who would 
wish to join such a unit from four 
continents, and the problems which 
would result from the great diver- 
sity of languages made it difficult 
to create such an army, “although, ' 
he continued, “we would welcome 
10 or 12 extra divisions” if it wero 
possible. 

Supporting Lord Strabolgi’s de- 
mand, Lord Melchett charged that 
Palestinian Jewish soldiers serv- 
ing at present in Libya and Pales- 
tine feel that they are wasting 
their time at guard duties, and 
resent the fact that they are not 
being allowed to participate in the

Mis. William Sternes, wife of a camp regi- 
mental officer, picked up the capsule on the Mon- 
roe County club golf course, discovered the min- 
jature scroll inside it and turned it over to Cap- 
tain Richard B. Light, intelligence chief and act- 
ing provost marshal. 

After a brief huddle, the office staff ventured 
the opinion that the message had been dropped 
by a careless carrier pigeon, but their combined 
efforts failed to make sense of the hieroglyphs 
which filled the postage-stamp sized paper. 

Shrouded in secrecy, photographers of the 
training aids laboratory rushed through a photo- 
enlargement of the missive. Meanwhile, multi- 
lingual Corporal Zelik Kaufman, concert violinist 
and medical technician, was summoned by tele- 
phone from the station hospital to act as trans- 
lator. 

As he scanned the photostat, a deathly hush 
fell during which several nearby pins were dis- 
tinctly heard to drop. 

It was shattered by guffaws from the trans- 
lator. The mysterious document, he explained, 
had fallen not from a carrier-pigeon, but from 
the dog-tag chain of some devout Jewish soldier. 
It was a prayer-script on the order of a minia- 
ture mezooza (Scriptural extracts affixed to 
doorways of Orthodox Hebrew homes) invoking 
protection for its wearer.

From the annual report of Presi- 
dent David Lampe of Har Sinai 
Congregation in Baltimore I learn 
that “at a meeting in Baltimore 
not long ago, there was a proposal 
that all three Baltimore Reform 
congregations join with others in 
Philadelphia and elsewhere in re- 
signing outright’ from the Union 
(Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations) over the Zionist issue. 
That would mean the closing of the 
Hebrew Union College and the 
breaking up of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis.” And 
at another point this: “Not long 
ago a man occupying a key posi- 
tion in American Reform Jewish 
life came to Baltimore to meet 
with the small group which had 
discussed secession from the Un- 
ion. This man said that the dan- 
ger to American Jewish security 
lies in a group called the Recon- 
structionists, dominated and led 
by Dr. Mordecai Kaplan, and dedi- 
cated to the perpetuation of for- 
eign ways. This group, said our 
visitor, even utilizes the Yiddish 
tongue.” Incidentally Mr. Lampe’s 
report is a jewel, although here 
and there he betrays just a bit of 
misunderstanding of background 
on some basic issues. Anyone

Rabbi Benjamin Groner of Shaar 
Hashomayim Congregation in 
Windsor, Can., sends me an inter- 
esting piece. It seems that he ar- 
ranged: an “open house” on a re- 
cent Sunday which was announced 
publicly in the papers, and which 
drew three groups of non-Jews to 
the synagogue, amounting to a 
crowd of 44,500. “Judges and doc- 
tors, tradesmen and housewives 
automobile workers and clerks 
white and colored, took time off to 
see what the inside of a Jewish 
place of worship looked like,” 
writes Rabbi Groner. The visitors 
were all given yarmukes and then 
heard a lecture by the rabbi, after 
which he explained various aspects 
of the service, such as the prayer- 
book, ete. 

From here I’ll let the rabbi take 
over in his own words: 

The question and answer perioc 
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that followed the Rabbi’s short talk 
was most edifying because it 
elicited a number of queries that 
manifested a genuine interest in 
the proceedings, and in Jewish an- 
tiquities as well. The following 
questions were the most striking: 
How does one train to become a 
Rabbi? Are Rabbis allowed tc 
marry? Where do we keep the 
animals that are sacrificed on the 
altar, and where do we pour the 
blood? What ic the significance of 
the six-pointed star? Why do 
Jews wear their hats in syna- 
gogue? One man, who wanted to 
know when the collection box 
would be passed, was visibly sur- 
prised to learn that here was one 
point of dissimilarity between 
church and synagogue. “If you 
don’t take up a collection,” he went 
on, “how do you finance the syna- 
gogue?” 

As each group of visitors depart- 
ed, they had an opportunity to in- 
spect an unfurled Seroll of the 
Torah, and as they filed by, each 
was given a small souvenir booklet 
—containing a short history of the 
local Jewish community; an article 
on the historical development of 
the synagogue as an institution in 
Jewish life; a brief essay by the 
Rabbi entitled “Judaism and De- 
mocracy”; and a complete registry 
of all the local men and women 
serving in His Majesty’s armed 
forces. 

An analysis of the project—ex- 
amined in its entirety—and of suc- 
ceeding experiences, would lead to 
the following conclusions: 

1. Many non-Jews believe that 
the synagogue is a “closed corpor- 
ation”—that one cannot enter a 
Synagogue unless he is of Jewish 
faith.

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AL SEGAL Speaks On Mr. Hillel’s Funeral 








_ Our Mr. Hillel,, the business man, who from 
time to time comes to my relief by writing this 
column for me, today brings me the welcome gift 
of another guest column. It’s'a hot day and the 
oppressive humidity is not at all helpful to the 
mental processes necessary to the production of 
a column of my own, and Mr. Hi'lel is as welcome 
as rain. 

All in all, I am grateful to present Mr. Hitiel 
in a column which he entitles “My Funeral,” a 
zrisly yet fascinating subject: 

The other evening I, your Mr. Hillel (that 
isn’t my real name though), was suffering awful- 
ly from indigestion and while I lay in the thrves 
of my malaise I gave my mind to the matter of 
dying. 

I am not a person who normally lets his mind 
be occupied by melancholy reflections. In fact, 
I am always the life of the party at home and 
abroad. 

But it really was a most sickening indigesticn 
and I could feel sure that my heart had gone 
back on me, though it turned out to be only gas 
pains. My discomfort was such that the possi- 
bility of dying could not be ruled out and I faced 
the matter in a philosophical way, 

I am not a man who is afraid of dying, since 
I have already lived a goodly number of years. 
When a man has lived a long time he shouldn’t 
be greedy for more life. He should know that 
he has had about enough and that all the addi- 
tional years he gets are a bonus. 

My children have grown up and are taking 
care of themselves. If I had to leave them I 
could do so with a clear conscience. I have done 
my duty to my family and, that done, the main 
job is finished and I’m ready to go any time. 

So I could look at the prospect of death with 
equanimity, even while my tortured stomach 
seemed twisted in knots. I always have had due 
regard for my reputation and now my mind 
turned to the question: What will they say about 
me after I’m gone? 

Nobody could éall me a dead-beat, for I was 
paid up to the last dollar. My wife could think 
well of me, for I had been a faithful and gener- 
ous husband who considered nothing too good 
for the little woman. My children always had 
considered me blessed and on last Fathers’ Day 
each of them had given me a necktie. 


As man and father I could close my eyes and 
‘fold my hands in content. But being a Jew is 
a complex kind of a life. Whereas other men 
can fulfill themselves by being just good citizens, 
husband and father, a Jew examines the Jewish 
facets of his being as well. It’s really very 
complicated. 


Had I been a man named Jones it would have 
been enough for my conscience to know that I 
had been a decent Jones. But, having found my- 
self to be a satisfactory man, husband and fath- 
er, I had further to inquire what will they say 
about me, the Jéw? 

I could see myself at rest in Weil’s funeral 
parlor. The officiating Rabbi rose to say the 
ritual words, The moment came to mention my 
name and to say something about me as a Jew. 
The Rabbi seemed to be fishing around to find 
seme angle of my Jewish life on which to hang 
his wreath. He couldn’t take hold of anything 
significant. There really hadn’t been anything 
to distinguish me in Jewish life. 


I head never been a fighter in Israel. I had 
never mixed in the fierce conflicts. My voice 
never was raised in denunciation of anybody in 
Israel’s house. I had missed all the opportuni- 
ties to be a vocal and conspicuous Jew in the 
convocations in which Israel lets his voice out 
so. furiously. 

I had been a meek man at all the meetings. I 
sat in the last row. There had been moments 
in my Jewish life when, at meetings, I thought 
[ should get up and speak loudly and be noticed, 
as all the other people did. I could be a promin- 
ent Jew, a champion in Israel merely by letting 
my voice cut. I could get on a committee . 

But on those occasions I always managed to 
keep my vanity in check. I said, well, so what? 
Do you have to get into a fight to be a great 
and good Jew? I'll keep my mouth shut. Maybe 
I can serve Israel best by keeping my mouth shut 
instead of letting it explode in battle. I kept 
on being a meek man, 

My wife had at times reproached me. She said 
I, too, might turn out to be a big man in Jewry 
if I opened my mouth. She mentioned a num- 
ber of my fellow-citizens who were always get- 
ting their names and pictures in the Jewish 
press. She said they never could have gained 
this fame if they had kept their mouths shut.... 
“You got to be mad at somebody. But you just 
sit there, saying nothing against anybody. You’re 
just a shlemiel.” 

Now as I looked at my prospective funeral 
I could see that her reproach may have been 
well-taken. The Rabbi had nothing special to 
say about me as a Jew. Evidently he regarded 
me as just another Jew about whom nothing 
special could be said—just one of those Jews 
who had sat on the sidelines in the bitter contests 
of Israel, people of whom there was nothing more 
to be said than that they were good husbands, 
fathers and citizens. 

I cou'd see that the Rabbi felt at a loss not 
to be able to make a champion of Israel out of 
me. And, indeed, I could scarcely quarrel with 
him. He had never heard my voice and if he saw 
me it was always in the last row of pews of the 
synagogue at the service. 

So my funeral service was quite short: The 
reading from the Psalms (I was like the grass 
that perisheth in the night); the brief mention of 
my name and of the fact that I had been good 
to my family; the yisgadal. 

And with that I went my way to my grave. 
Yet I couldn’t feel altogether slighted. As they 
hauled me quickly away (funerals are so swift 
nowadays) I could even gather some comfort 
out of the melancholy proceedings that were 
just over. I thought, well, this was all right 
after all. This was quite an event—the funeral 
of a meek Jew who never made a speech, never 
denounced anybody in the assemblies of Israel, 
nver contributed a word to the dissensions in 
Israel. All that could be said of him was that 
he was a decent man. 

I bowed respecfully toward my casket as I 
contemplated my prospective journey to the 
grave. Yes, I thought, here lies a great and 
good Jew. He was so meek. 

By this time I had recovered from my indi- 
gestion and my funeral was postponed and I 
was allowed to keep on enjoying the bonus of my 
extra years. I hope I shall deserve the bonus 
by staying meek.
